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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant argued that the reference to Konoshima does not satify the claim limitation of calculating a 
deformation of an organ. Examiner would like to remind the Applicant that the reference was made as a USC 103a rejection and cannot be 
attacked singly but in combination with the primary reference of Giger. The Applicant specifically states that Konoshima corrects a template 
rather than calculates a deformation degree (Remarks, p3 1). The Examiner respectfully disagrees. A degree of deformation is a 
difference between one shape (usually a normal shape or template (reference shape)) and a shape being inspected. The difference is an 
absolute value and therefore is the same with respect to either the template or shape under inspection. Konoshima in [0115] calculates the 
difference between "the image supplied" and the template. Using this difference or deformation (which has been calculated as per the 
previous step of matching), the template is then updated, by which process, Konoshima then stores the "deformation" as a reference value. 

The applicant makes further arguments related to Konoshima and Giger not teaching elements of performing the claimed method on a 
single image. Mention of the operation on a single image was not previously claimed and is a limitation that was included in the 
amendment after final. This limitation changes the scope fo the claim and would require further search and consideration. As a note, the 
Examiner would like to state that though Konoshima makes use of a moving picture library, the operation of matching with a template is 
done on an image by image basis fl|[0115]), and that a moving picture in itself is nothing more than a sequence of single image frames. 
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
